Mrs. Pierre Lorillard, Jr., Ends 
Earthly Existence. 
Washington, March 26.-—W eary of 
the gay whirl of society and face to 
face, as she believed, with years of 
physical suffering, Mrs. Pierre Loril­ 
lard, Jr., aged forty-nine, wife of the 
tobacco magnate, committed suicide' 
by asphyxiation at her home near the 
fashionable Dupont Circle in this city. 
Her tragic death has shocked the first 
social circles of the c apital as nothing 
else has in many years. 
In spite of the coroner's ju ry of 
death by suicide, members of Mrs. Lor- 
ibard's family declare that she died 
of heart failure.

Head of Texas Railroad Com­ 
mission Dies at Austin. 


'ZITTLE H IK NEGROES. 


Sanguinary Affair Takes Place 
Near Henryetta, Okla. 


HEART FAILURE IS CAUSE THREE ARE SHOT TO DEAU: 


Devoted Greater Portion of His Lone 
Life to the Public Service of Hi; 
Adopted State, Having Held Severa- 
Honorable Positions. 


Austin, March 29.—After an Hines* 
Cf but a few days, Leonidas Jefferson 
Story, chairman of the Texas railroad 
commission, died at Austin early Sun 
day of heart failure, brought on by 
lagrippe. 
Judge Storey was seventy-five years 
of age. 
He had devoted the greater 
part of his life to the public service, 
and in his career as a lawyer, magis 
trate, 
legislator 
in 
both 
branches 
lieutenant governor and railroad com 
missipner, he won and h*dd the confr 
dem o of the people and a reputation 
for care, ability and integrity such as 
few men have enjoyed. During his fif 
teen years of service on the railroad 
commission he was twice chairman. 
Conservative in the discharge of his 
official duties, he believed in doing 
justice both to the people and to the 
railroads, 
a 
policy 
which 
was 
so 
strongly put by his distinguished con­ 
temporary, the late Judge John H. 
Reagan. 
As chairman of the commis 
sion he spared no pains to make it an 
efftcienftribunal of the people. 
Commissioners Mayfield and Colquit 
and all other members of the Adminis­ 
tration express extreme regret ai the 
chairman’s death. 
Hundreds of tele­ 
grams of condolence have been re­ 
ceived by the family. 
Judge Storey is survived by his 
widow and eight children: 
John T. 
Storey of Lockhart; 
A 
A. Storey, 
Lockhart; Mrs. W. D. Myrick, Lock­ 
hart; Mrs. J. B. Martindale* Martin­ 
dale; James L. Storey, Houston; Miss 
Anna Storey, Miss Willie Storey and 
Miss Berta Storey, Austin. 
He has 
one brother living, Capt. J amel G. 
Storey of San Marcos, who is very ill. 
Judge Storey had served on the rail­ 
road commission since Nov. 21, 1894, 
having been appointed to a seat on 
that tribunal by Gov. Hogg to fill the 
vacancy created by the resignation of 
Judge W. P. McLean of Port Worth. 
He wag reappointed by Gov. Culberson 
April 29, 189.0, and th*' office having 
been made elective by constitutional 
amendment, he was elected Nov. 3, 
1896; was re-elected in 1900, and again 
in 1906. 
He was a member of the legislature 
for eight years, from 1873 to 1881, 
serving four years in the house and 
four years in the senate. He was elect­ 
ed lieutenant governor Nov. 2. 188 >, O. 
M. Roberts being elected at the same 
time for a second term as governor, 
and in this position he sr ved for two 
years. 
Judge Storey was mar < d April I!), 
1859, to Miss Loa J. EUi. on. daughter 
of Col. Jonathan Ellison of Caldwell 
county. 
He was a native of Georgia and a 
resident of Lockhart sine*- 1852. 
He 
was a gallant Confederal 
soldier.

Muskogee, OLIu., March 26.—In a 
fight at Old B akery Ground, six miles 
southwest of Henryetta, between four­ 
teen officers of McIntosh and Okmul­ 
gee counties and some negroes throe 
of the latter were hilled, live wounded 
and Timothy Fowler, a whit* 
man 
sixty yearj old. a member cf the cher 
if i s pos see, fatally shot. 
I he battle lasted from daybreak un­ 
til 9 o'clock. 
The negroes were rout­ 
ed, forty-one 
prisoners 
and sixteen 
steel ball Hiles being captured. Forty 
of 'he I 
-on* is were loaded on the 
..Miaou: !. Oklahoma and Gulf Hair, and 
brought to Muskogee. They were held 
in the federal jail until 9:50 o’clock 
and then taken to Eufaula, the county 
seat of McIntosh county. 
G. W. Chappell of Henryetta, who 
was in the fight, told of the battle in 
tfcfose words: 
"A. Y. Patty, deputy sheriff of Me* 
Interh county, was sent to Hickory 
Ground to search 
for 
some 
'stolen 
goods. 
He said he was m et by a 
crc w<1 of armed negroes, who told him 
to n.ov* en. 
They pointed their guns 
the o!:h or and threatened to brain 
L in 
: 11. a ll ax. 
''Patty returned to H enryetta and 
sr.' ared the arsistance of thirteen dep­ 
uties. 
The posse went ot a small Ste:. 
near Hickory Ground, and Patty was 
fired upon. 
There were perhaps leo 
I’Ogrof s, and we retreated. 
"During the night we crawled up 
around their camp. One of the negroes 
saw one of our men at daybreak and 
opened fire. 
We had dispatched Offi­ 
cer Joe Ferguson for more aid, and 
were expecting help at any moment. 
So hot was the fire of the n e g r o e s that 
w* had to fight from our trenches. 
"Tim Fowler raised hts head lo sur­ 
vey the surroundings and was hit by 
a st* - I bullet in the body. 
We 
ex­ 
changed about 400 shots. 
“The negroes weie routed and we 
surrounded those who had scattered 
and made them surrender. 
It was a 
l ard fight lying on our stomachs on 
the ground and fighting the best we 
could. 
The battle was the result of trouble 
last July, when the Snakes defied the 
state officials, refusing to submit to 
the new laws. 
There were but half a 
dozen Indians in the gang brought 
here. 
The negroes are a part of the 
Snake faction which has been credit­ 
ed with many depredations in the- Mc­ 
Intosh and Okmulgee mountains for 
th* past six months.
